Restrictions  on  the  iirportation  of  epples  f^nd  certain  other  fresh 
fruits  into  Argentina  are  estahlished  "bv  the  provisions  of  a  decree  which 
are  to  hecome  effective  on  July  1,  1951,  accordin?-:  to  inforiration  received 
in  the  Eoreign  Agricultural  Service  froiri  representatives  of  the  Departments 
of  Agriculture  ar.d  Conrmerce  in  Buenos  Aires.    The  fresh  fruits  for  which 
the  restrictions  have  "been  established  are  apples,  pears,  peaches,  nectarines, 
oranges,  mandarins,  lemons,  cherries,  plums,  grapes,  quinces,  and  melons. 
Since  the  interest  of  American  growers  an"!  shippers  in  this  decree  is  con- 
fined m.ainlj-  to  apples,  the  following  summary  of  its  provisions  covers  that 
fru.it  onlj'-. 

Under  this  decree  apples  can  he  imported  into  Argentina  only  from 
May  1  to  Decemher  15  of  each  yes.r .     Certain  requiremients ,  however,  must  he 
m.et  hefore  entry  'vill  ho  perm.itted .  The  fruit  must  he.  packed  hefore  ship- 
ment in  "the  containers  of  standard  types  adopted-  oy  the  exporting  co"uritry." 
Recent  dispatches  from.  Argentina  state  that  the  harrel  comm.only  u.sed  hy 
eastern  apple  shippers  will  he  recognized  as  a  standard  container  oy  the 
Argentine  officials.    Moreover,  each  apple  must  he  v/rapped  "in  specially 
prepared  paper"  which  has.  heen  stamped  w'ith  the  nam.e  of-  "the.  grower  or  packer" 
and  with  the  country  of  origin..    The  oiled  paper  now  heing  used. hy  the  Pacific 
Coast  packers  will  meet  the  rcquirem.ents  •  of  this  part  of  the. decree,  provided 
the  inf orm.a.tion  required  is  stamped  on  it.     The  container  , in  which  the  apples 
are  packed  mtust  hear  an  indication  of  the  contents,  variety,,  number  of  apples, 
name  and  a.ddress  'of  the  prodti.cer  or  packer  and  'the  countr.y  o.f  .origin. 

In  addition  to  the  above  req'..xircmchts  all  shipments  of  apples  to  Ar- 
gentina moist  be  m-ade  tinder  refrigeration  and  mo-ist  be  accompanied  by  a  sani- 
tary certificate.    This  certificate  miust  be  issued  by  the  official  technical 
authorities  in  the  country  of  origin.    The  certificate  must  show  tha.t  the 
fruit  is  frc-c  from,  parasites  and  must  give  the  variety,  region  where  grown 
(locality  ajid  state),  point  of  emba.rlc3,tion,  nam-o  of  ship  carrying  the  fruit, 
nam.e  of  consignee  or  representative  of  shipper  at  port  of  destination,  a.nd 
the  date  of  isswe  of  the  certificate.     The  certificate  m;ust  be  visaed  by  the 
Argentine  Consul  at  the  port  of  shi-oment  or  by  the  one  at  the  nearest  port. 

The  decree  also  provides  that  the  fruit  cannot  be  im.ported  through 
?Jiy  other  ports  than  those,  of  Buenos  Aires  and  Rosario  until  the  Governm.ent 
has  been  able  to  establish  a  quarantine  service  r>t  othnr  ports.    All  ship- 
ments will  be  su.b-jected  to  inspection  upon  arrival  in  Argentina.     If  there 
is  any  reason  to  suspect  the  -presence  of  parasites  the  shipm.ent  will  be 
placed  in.  quarantine  for  such  tim.e  as  the' sanitary  officer^ m:ay  consider  neces- 
sar^-.     If  no  Toa.rasites  are  found  the  fruit  will  be  released  for  entry.  If 
blotch,  canker,  brown  rot,  soft  rot,  Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  apple  curculio, 
apple  fruit  miner,  apple  m.aggot  and  apple  weevil  aro  found,  the  whole  ship- 
ment will  be  incinerated  withoiit  indemjiif ication,  and  at  the  expense  of  the 
importer.    Apples  attacked  by  othrr  iniurious  parasites  not  mentioned  ahove 
will  be  refused  entry  but  will  not  be  incinerated  in  the  event  that  they  are 
immediately  reshipped. 
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Poesjlol'^  Effects  of  liecroc  on  AioT)lc  ShinT-cnts  to  Arg:entina 

Argentina  is  the  most  important  market  in  South  America  for  United 
States  a'pTDlcs,  average  exports  to  that  market  for  the  six  years  1924-35  to 
1929-50  having  am.ounted  to  209,000  hoxes  and  105,000  "carrels  yoarl:^.  These 
amonnts  represented  4.6  per  cent  of  our  total  "barreled  apple  exports  and  3 
per  cent  of  the  ho::ed  a.pple  exports.     In  the  pa.st  six  voa.rs  ahout  84.4  per 
ccp-t  of  all  "barrels  and  87.5  per  cent  of  the  "boxes  exported  from  the  United 
States  to  Argentina  had  "been  m.ado  "by  ITovern'ocr  30.    In  years  of  la^rge  hoxed 
apple  crops  in  the  United  States,  however,  considera.'ble  quantities  of  "boxed 
apples  have  hcen  exported  after  Novemher,    The  prohibition  of  imports  into 
Argentina  after  Docem'ber  15,  mp..}''  in  most  vcars  not  seriou.sly  ci^rtall  the 
movom-ont  of  American  apples,  especially  "barreled  apples,  to  that  m.arkct  since 
fruit  leaving  New  York  "by  the  first  part  of  the  last  week  in  ITovemhcr  and 
Seattle  and  Portland  a'bout  two  weeks  earlier  will  still  he  ahle  to  arrive  at 
Buenos  Aires  and  Rosa.rio  before  the  closing  date  of  entry.    Other  provisions 
in  the  decree,  ho^^ever,  are  expected  to  result  in  a  material  curtailm.ent  in 
the  export  m.ovem.cnt  of  American  apples  to  the  Argentine  market.

The  requirement  that  all  a.-oples  have  to  be  wrap^Ded  in  oiled  paper, 
stam.ped  with  the  name  of  the  grower  or  pac'ter  and  t"iic-  countr"  of  origin,  will 
have  a  much  greater  effect  on  the  orports  than  the  closing  date.    At  present, 
apples  packed  in  barrels  and  baskets  are  not  wrapped  at  all,  but  shredded 
oiled  paper  is  used  to  a  considerable  extent  in  the  paclri.ng.    Fartherm-ore ,  it 
would  be  quite  awtovard  to  pack  wrapped  apples  in  barrels.    The  wrapping  of 
apples  is  new  to  the  eastern  pac?-:ers  and  since  the  •oackers  in  general  seldom 
Imow  whore  the  fruit  is  to  be  sold,  m.any  would  not  incur  the  extra  expense  of 
wrapping.     The  wrapping  requirement,  therefore,  practically  excludes  "barreled 
apples  from,  the  Argentine  m.arkct.    Boxed  apples  are  ueually  wrapped  in  oiled 
pa.per  but  the  practice  of  stam.ping  the  wrapper  with  the  na.me  of  the  grower  or 
pac?-:cr,  the  brand,  and  countr-^^  of  origin,  has  not  been  widely  practiced  except 
for  tbe  best  packs.    Apples  packed  in  bushel  bas'^ots  could  be  ^rapped  in  oiled 
wraps  quite  as  well  as  those  packed  in  boxes.    The  coat,  however,  would  be 
somewhat  greater  than  that  prevailing  for  the  present  method  of  packing  bas- 
kets with  shredded  oiled  paioer. 
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Apple  shippers  fmrn  "both  the  'barreled  ond  hoxcd  npplc  districts  of  the 
United  States  pre  li'''oly  to  ho  reluctant  to  make  large  shipments  of  apples  to 
Argentina  in  view  of  the  strict  inspection  rules  cstahlished  hy  the  new  decree. 
The  new  re^^:.lrtions  specify  thot  the  fruit  will  he  incinerated  if  the  presence 
of  certain  specified  parpsitcs  anrl  discuses  pro  discovered.     Since  some  of 
these  m.o.y  develop  in  the  fru.it  durin,--  trnnpit  it  is  ohvious  that  shippers  can- 
not lie  at  nil  certpin  thr.t  their  conai^nnicnts  will  he  permitted  entry.     In  ad- 
dition to  t^ic  definitely  spccific(?  parasites  ard  diseases  the  decree  provides 
thrt  shoulo  other  parasites  ho  discovered  the  entire  shipment  would  either  have 
to  he  reexnortcd  imm.ediately  or  also  suffer  confiscation  hy  incineration. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  unless  the  decree  is  altered,  ajiy  de- 
crease in  apple  shipments  during  th'--  com.ing  season  will  he  more  the  result  of 
the  new  packing  and  i?ispection  requirements  than  of  the  fixed  closing  date  of 
Docemher  15.
